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FOREWORD 


The  Authors  of  this  Ewing,  McCulloch  and  Buchanan  genealogy 
spent  many  years  collecting  family  records  from  various  sources; 
principally  from  the  descendants  of  these  families;  and  from  State 
and  National  libraries;  from  court  records  and  from  old  tombstone 
inscriptions. 

Much  of  the  basic  data  on  the  line  of  Samuel  Ewing  (immigrant) 
was  found  on  the  chart  compiled  by  James  Tillman  Ewing  of 
Effingham,  Illinois,  and  his  cousin,  Chester  Ewing  of  New  Haven, 
Connecticut;  both  now  deceased.  They  spent  many  years  and  traveled 
thousands  of  miles  searching  for  records  before  completing  this 
chart  in  1942. 

Many  old  family  records,  obituaries,  and  Bible  records  were 
obtained  by  us  from  Miss  Alma  Ewing  and  her  brother  Nelson  of 
Neoga,  which  were  invaluable. 

The  book  “Clan  Ewing”  published  in  1922  by  Dr.  William  Elbert 
R.  Ewing,  although  historical  in  principle,  furnished  some  of  the 
earliest  records  of  the  Ewing  Clan  and  the  first  Ewing  ancestors  in 
America. 

We  owe  a  great  deal  to  Mrs.  Hermoine  Embry,  Librarian  at  the 
Tennessee  State  Library,  for  her  assistance  in  compiling  the  records 
from  Blount  County,  Tennessee,  and  Virginia. 

Without  the  clippings  found  in  the  scrap  book  of  Mrs.  Jouett 
Boyd  of  Wytheville,  Virginia,  which  she  had  spent  years  in  collect¬ 
ing,  the  line  of  descent  from  Alexander  Ewing,  the  immigrant,  would 
never  have  been  recorded  in  this  book. 

W'e  obtained  the  census  reports  and  a  great  amount  of  other  infor¬ 
mation  from  County  histories,  family  genealogies,  etc.,  from  the 
Illinois  State  Library  and  Newberry  Library  in  Chicago. 

In  the  Hall  of  Records  in  Annapolis,  Maryland,  we  found  the 
early  wills,  land  deeds  and  vital  records  of  the  early  Ewings  in  Mary¬ 
land. 

The  National  Archives  and  the  D.  A.  R.  Library  in  Washington, 
D.  C.,  contained  many  records  and  early  files  of  these  Ewings. 

The  State  Library  at  Richmond,  Virginia,  furnished  us  a  wealth 
of  information  and  the  vital  records  of  Southwest  Virginia. 

From  Christianburg,  Montgomery  County,  Virginia,  and  Wythe¬ 
ville,  Virginia,  we  found  early  court  records  of  most  importance  to 
classify  these  early  Ewing  families. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  many  individuals  who  have  contributed  their 
family  data  to  help  complete  lines  in  this  book.

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CHAPTER  I. 


THE  ORIGIN  OF  THE  EWING  CLAN  AND  THE 

NAME  EWING 


In  55  B.  C.,  Julius  Caesar  began  the  invasion  of  Briton,  but,  before 
he  had  penetrated  far  north,  he  returned  to  Rome  where  a  short  time 
later  he  was  assassinated.  Following  his  death,  one  leader  after 
another  took  command  in  Briton,  but  no  very  substantial  progress 
was  made  before  43  A.  D.  In  138  Lallius  Urbicus,  a  Roman  leader, 
built  the  Wall  of  Antonine  between  the  estuaries  of  the  Firth  of 
Forth  and  the  Clyde,  to  protect  them  from  the  raids  of  the  Highland 
Clans  which  were  fierce  fighters.  The  Romans,  from  the  time  of 
Agricola  until  their  withdrawal,  were  engaged  in  a  futile  attempt  to 
conquer  the  tribes  north  of  Antonine’s  Wall. 

About  418  the  Roman  power  disappeared  from  Briton,  taking  with 
it  all  the  young  men  of  fighting  age,  leaving  the  Britons  defenseless 
against  the  hordes  of  Piets  and  Scots  who  occupied  the  north  of 
Scotland.  The  Loch  Lomond  Sterling  Country  was  in  the  very  path 
of  these  hordes  from  the  north  who  swarmed  down  after  the  Romans 
left  and  occupied  the  north  of  England  as  far  south  as  the  wall  the 
Romans  built  between  the  Firth  of  Forth  and  Fifth  of  Clyde.  For 
years  after,  the  Britons  were  at  the  mercy  of  the  invaders;  in  fact, 
the  situation  existed  for  about  one  hundred  years. 

In  the  History  Britonum,  compiled  in  the  Seventh  Century,  is  an 
account  of  Twelve  Famous  Battles  fought  by  Arthur,  Commander 
of  the  Britons,  in  a  supreme  effort  to  drive  the  invaders  from  the 
lowlands.  Moving  through  the  Cymric  Country,  Arthur  reached  the 
north  of  the  Roman  Wall  and  proceeded  to  master  four  great  for¬ 
tresses:  first,  Dumbarton;  next,  Sterling;  then,  Edinburg,  the  strong¬ 
hold  of  the  Piets. 

Old  Welch  manuscripts,  known  as  the  Bruts,  state  that  this 
Arthur  gave  the  districts  he  had  wrested  from  the  Piets  and  Saxons 
to  three  brothers,  Urien  (Ewin)  Llew  and  Arawn.  The  old  History 
Britonum  by  Geoffry,  written  1147,  furnishes  interesting  corrobora¬ 
tive  evidence  upon  this  work  of  Arthur.  Geoffry  says  these  three

brothers  were  of  royal  blood,  and  that  Arthur  “restored  to  them 
the  rights  of  their  ancestors.”  This  restoration  occurred  in  516  A.  D., 
about  one  hundred  years  after  Roman  evacuation  of  Briton. 

This  is  the  first  authentic  record  we  have  of  the  Ewing  Clan  who 
were  along  the  southeastern  shores  of  Loch  Lomond  and  the  Plains 
of  Sterling. 

There  are  a  few  of  the  Ewings  in  this  country  who  are  of  the 
opinion  that  all  of  the  Ewings  of  America  are  the  descendants  of  the 
Clan  of  McEwen  of  Ottor,  once  a  small  clan  in  the  Highlands  of 
Scotland.  Dr.  Elbert  R.  Ewing,  editor  of  Clan  Ewing,  writes,  “Of 
course  those  who  have  read  the  part  of  my  genealogical  studies 
which  the  story  of  the  Ewing  name  and  family,  as  they  emerge  from 
the  lowland  days,  will  readily  see  that,  at  least,  as  to  the  Ewings  of 
whom  I  write  the  above  quoted  deductions  are  too  broad,  in  fact 
entirely  inaccurate  considered  in  the  light  of  our  most  reliable  tra¬ 
ditions.  In  truth,  I  am  thoroughly  satisfied  that  few  Ewings  are  the 
descendants  of  the  McEwen  Clan  once  dominant  about  the  Peaks  of 
Ottor  of  the  Highlands  of  Scotland.” 

The  origin  of  the  name  Ewing  is  lost  in  antiquity;  however,  there 
is  a  legend,  handed  down  through  the  Ewing  families  for  hundreds 
of  years  which  may  have  some  truth  in  it.  The  legend  is  this:  In  the 
great  migration  from  Asia  and  Europe,  B.  C.,  some  Celts  settled 
along  the  eastern  shores  of  Loch  Lomond  and  became  shepherds. 
In  the  course  of  time,  the  shepherds  became  troubled  by  a  large 
eagle  coming  down  from  the  craigs  to  the  north  and  stealing  their 
sheep,  and  finally  carried  off  one  of  their  infants.  The  shepherds 
organized  a  hunting  party  to  go  into  the  mountains  to  the  north  to 
find  the  eagle.  They  finally  located  the  eagle’s  nest,  high  among 
the  craigs,  underneath  an  overhanging  cliff,  with  no  possible  ascent 
from  below.  So,  from  the  top  of  the  overhanging  cliff,  they  lowered 
one  of  the  shepherds  by  a  rope  to  the  nest  below.  When  they 
brought  him  up,  he  had  with  him  one  of  the  eagle’s  wings  to  prove 
he  had  killed  the  eagle. 

Following  this  incident  this  group  of  shepherds  banded  together 
for  self  protection,  and  called  themselves  the  Eagle  Wing  Clan. 
Later,  deciding  the  name  too  long,  they  dropped  all  the  letters  in 
Eagle  but  the  E,  making  it  E-Wing.  This  tradition  was  kept  very 
much  alive  down  through  the  centuries,  passing  from  generation  to 
generation,  and  from  place  to  place. 

From  Mrs.  Jane  H.  Graham,  and  several  other  sources,  ap¬ 
parently  independent  of  each  other,  but  of  a  common  origin — are 
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to  the  effect  that  the  Ewings  of  Prince  Edward,  Montgomery,  and 
Lee  Counties,  all  of  Virginia,  came  to  America  on  a  chartered  ship 
they  called  the  Eagle  Wing. 

As  we  know  in  those  days  names  meant  more  than  mere  names. 
When  the  Ewings  sailed  for  America,  they  named  their  ship  the 
Eagle  Wing  for  some  specific  reason.  Who  knows  that  perhaps 
there  is  some  truth  in  the  origin  of  the  name  in  the  old  legend? 

THE  EWING  PIONEER  CREED

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CHAPTER  II 


OUR  IMMIGRANT  ANCESTORS 

Out  of  Cecil  County,  Maryland,  has  come  a  numerous  and 
forceful  army  of  Ewings.  The  earliest  of  these  to  become  identified 
with  this  part  of  America  were  the  children  of  William  of  Scotland. 
It  is  a  universal  opinion  that  William  of  Scotland  was  born  near 
Stirling  Castle  about  1660  and  was  of  the  old  Loch  Lomond  Glas¬ 
gow  Clan;  being  one  of  the  sons  of  William  and  Eliza  (Milford) 
Ewing.  He  (William  of  Scotland),  and  an  older  brother  Robert, 
and  probably  several  other  brothers  were  brought  to  Ireland  by 
their  father  at  an  early  day.  William  of  Scotland  settled  in  or  near 
Coleraine,  where  he  spent  his  days,  and  Robert  settled  near  Lon¬ 
donderry,  where  he  died.  William  of  Scotland  was  married  twice. 
By  his  first  wife,  he  had  one  child  Nathaniel  who  was  born  about 
1693.  By  his  second  wife,  he  had  several  children.  We  have  records 
of  only  Joshua,  Samuel,  James,  and  their  sister  Ann.  Nathanial 
and  his  half  brothers  and  sister  were  born  near  Coleraine,  Ireland. 
From  the  records  of  the  old  Register  of  the  Burt  Congregation, 
near  Londonderry  from  1677  to  1716,  show  that  Robert  Ewing, 
the  brother  of  William  of  Scotland,  had  three  children.  Elizabeth 
and  Margaret  were  baptized  in  1678  and  Alexander  in  1679-80.  This 
Margaret,  the  daughter  of  Robert,  married  Josias  Porter  and  two 
of  their  children  were  James,  born  1699,  and  Rachel,  born  1706. 
This  Rachel  Porter  married  Nathaniel  Ewing  (immigrant)  son  of 
William  of  Scotland  and  his  first  wife. 

Nathaniel  Ewing,  a  grandson  of  above  Nathaniel  and  Rachel, 
living  at  Mt.  Clair,  near  Vincennes,  Indiana,  in  a  written  statement 
sometime  before  his  death  August  4,  1846,  says,  “At  the  request  of 
my  children  I  give  the  following  history  as  far  back  as  I  have  any 
knowledge,  either  traditional  or  personal.  My  forefathers  were  orgi- 
nally  from  Scotland,  their  seat  in  that  country  being  on  the  Forth, 
not  far  from  Stirling  Castle,  whence  they  removed  to  the  north  of 
Ireland,  settling  near  Londonderry.  My  great-grand-father  was 
married  twice.  By  his  first  wife  he  had  but  one  child:  Nathaniel, 
who  was  my  grandfather.  By  his  second  wife  he  had  several  children, 
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William,  Joshua,  James  and  some  others  whom  I  do  not  recollect. 

James,  I  have  seen  and  from  him  had  a  portion  of  my  informa¬ 
tion.  He  was  upward  of  80  years  of  age  and  lived  in  Prince  Ed¬ 
ward  County,  Virginia. 

Nathaniel  Ewing,  my  grandfather,  was  born  about  the  year  1703 
(the  mistake  may  have  been  made  by  the  printer,  as  all  records 
show  he  was  born  1693).  He  married  a  cousin  of  his  own,  Rachel 
Porter,  in  the  year  1723  and  four  years  later  emigrated  to  America, 
bringing  with  him  his  half  brothers  and  sister  along  with  a  large 
connection  of  the  Porters  and  Gillispies.  This  colony  settled  in 
Maryland  between  the  Octorora  Creek  and  the  Susquehanna  River 
along  the  Pennsylvania  line  about  60  miles  from  Philadelphia.  My 
grandfather  purchased  land  and  commenced  farming.  His  brother 
Joshua  also  purchased  land  adjoining  his.  Whether  any  of  the 
other  brothers  purchased  land  there,  I  do  not  know;  but  if  they  did 
they  did  not  remain  long  in  Maryland,  having  removed  to  Vir¬ 
ginia,  settling  on  the  waters  of  the  Appomattox,  Prince  Edward 
County;  where  their  posterity  became  numerous.  Many  of  them 
afterward  removed  to  Cripple  Creek  on  New  Beaver  (New  River) 
and  some  to  Potsdam  near  Knoxville,  Tennessee.  They  are  now 
settled  over  the  states  of  Tennessee  and  Kentucky." 

One  of  the  most  valuable  finds  in  clearing  up  the  family  records 
of  Alexander  Ewing  (son  of  Robert),  who  died  in  1738  in  Cecil 
County,  Maryland,  was  the  Bible  records  published  Tuesday,  Feb¬ 
ruary  7,  1939,  in  the  Southwestern  Virginia  Enterprise,  Wytheville, 
Virginia,  which  reads  “Old  Bible  proves  to  be  of  most  interesting 
‘find’."  In  the  days  of  old  things  being  found,  one  of  the  most 
interesting  finds  has  come  our  notice.  It  is  an  old  Bible  which  Mr. 
John  Davis  has  been  good  enough  to  bring  to  the  office  that  we 
may  see  it.  The  original  binding  is  gone  except  spots  which  evi¬ 
dently  was  of  leather.  Another  cover,  ancient  looking,  has  been 
sewed  and  is  of  leather.  Pasted  on  the  inside  cover  is  a  card  bear¬ 
ing  the  name  of  B.  Frank  Porter,  Ivanhoe,  Virginia,  and  Mr.  Davis 
tells  us  that  Mr.  Porter  is  the  grandfather  of  Mrs.  Davis. 

The  original  owner  however,  evidently,  was  James  Ewing,  as 
among  the  numerous  writings  on  blank  spaces  and  margins  we  find 
“James  Ewing  his  book  ye  Jan.  1746-7 — James  Ewing,  his  book 
bought  in  the  year  1727.  Bought  by  Alexander  Ewing  in  Ireland. 
He  departed  this  life,  age  61,  May  ye  7,  1738.  Samuel  Porter  was 

born  Dec.  25,  1737 — illan  Porter  born - 27,  1723 — ew  Porter 

born  1741 — is  37  years  old  on  March  19,  day  1742  his  book. 
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On  page  marking  the  New  Testament  was  “printed  in  the  year 
M.  d.  c.  c.  1700.” 

Mary  Porter  was  born  November  29,  1743.  On  the  next  page, 
which  had  been  written  all  over,  can  be  deciphered  the  following — 

James  Ewing  was  born  8  of  August. 

John  Ewing  was  born  on  the  28  of - . 

Margaret  Ewing,  daughter  of  Alexander  Ewing,  the  8 
day  of  — - . 

- born  the  12th  day  of  March,  1734 - was 

born  10  day  of  March  1729. 

Samuel  Ewing  was  born  10  day  March  1738. 

On  another  page  “Alexander  Ewing  deces’t  in  May  ye 
1  day  1737-8.” 

The  Bible  is  intact  from  Genesis  through  Revelation,  though 
the  first  few  chapters  of  Genesis  are  missing,  and  all  the  leaves  are 
yellow  with  age.  It  is  interesting  to  note  all  s’s  are  made  like  f’s 
and  some  places  W  is  made  thusVV.  Following  Revelations  is 
“The  Psalms  of  David  in  Meeter.” 

Evidently  James  was  a  diligent  reader  and  yet  his  mind  must 
have  wandered  from  the  text,  for  here  and  there  on  the  margins  is 
written  Polly  or  Polly  Porter  and  who  knows  but  the  tiny  brown 
curl  tucked  away  among  the  pages  yellow  and  spotted  with  age  may 
not  be  one  of  Polly’s? 

There  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  Alexander  Ewing  of  this  Bible 
record  came  to  America  with  Nathaniel  and  his  half  brothers. 

We  have  inserted  these  records  at  the  beginning  so,  when  we 
refer  to  the  Alexander  Ewing  Bible  or  to  Nathaniel  Ewing  of  near 
Vincennes,  you  will  know  what  we  mean. 

Nathaniel  Ewing  of  near  Vincennes  writes  that  his  grandfather 
Nathaniel  Ewing  married  Rachel  Porter  in  1723  and  four  years 
later  came  to  America.  The  Bible  was  bought  in  Ireland  in  1727; 
so  both  records  would  put  their  coming  to  America  in  1727  as,  no 
doubt,  the  Bible  was  bought  just  before  they  set  sail  for  America. 

Alexander  Ewing  (of  the  Bible)  died  in  Cecil  County,  Maryland, 
in  1738.  His  will  mentions  his  sons  James,  John,  William  and 
Samuel,  and  a  daughter  Margaret,  and  his  son-in-law  Andrew  Por¬ 
ter  who  was  the  husband  of  Elinor,  another  daughter. 

We  find  in  the  will  of  these  brothers,  James,  John,  William  and 
Samuel,  which  were  probated  in  Montgomery  and  Wythe  Coun- 
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ties,  1786-1793  the  same  names,  James,  John,  William  and  Samuel, 
also  Margaret  who  had  married  Robert  Porter  and  Elinor,  who 
married  Andrew  Porter  naming  the  relationship. 

We  also  find  in  the  will  of  Alexander  Ewing  who  died  1738  in 
Cecil  County,  Maryland,  the  names  of  Nathaniel  Ewing  and  Rachel 
his  wife,  James,  Joshua  and  Samuel  (the  latter  three  half  brothers 
to  Nathaniel),  as  witnessses  and  executors  of  the  estate.  Making 
it  very  evident  that  these  two  families  were  closely  related. 

All  of  Alexander  Ewing’s  children  were  born  in  Ireland  and 
some  of  Nathaniel’s  were  also.  One  of  Nathaniel’s  daughters,  Ann, 
the  Sea  Gull,  was  born  on  the  trip  across.  None  of  Nathaniel’s  half 
brothers  were  married  until  they  arrived  in  America. 

Since  Alexander  Ewing  was  considerably  older  than  Nathaniel 
and  his  half  brothers,  he  is  believed  to  have  been  one  of  the  leaders 
of  this  group  of  Ewings,  Caldwells  Porters,  and  Gillespies,  and 
possibly  others  in  their  migration  to  America. 

We  find  records  where  James  Ewing  of  Prince  Edward  County, 
Virginia,  appointed  his  brother  Joshua  as  his  attorney  to  sell  his 
land  in  Cecil  County.  This  was  signed  by  James  Ewing  and  his 
wife,  Ann,  and  witnessed  by  George  Ewing  and  Samuel  Wallace. 

We  found  no  record  of  Samuel,  the  immigrant,  buying  land  in 
Cecil  County.  He  was,  however,  living  there  in  1738,  for  he  was 
appointed  one  of  the  executors  of  the  estate  of  Alexander,  who  died 
in  Cecil  County  1738.  Samuel  moved  some  time  after  that  to 
Amelia  County,  Virginia  (later  Prince  Edward  Co.)  and  died  there 
1758.  James,  his  youngest  brother,  died  there  also  in  1788. 
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CHAPTER  III 


NEW  PROVIDENCE  PRESBYTERIAN  CHURCHES 

The  Ewings,  all  staunch  Presbyterians,  left  their  homes  near 
Stirling  Castle,  on  the  Shores  of  Loch  Lomond,  because  of  the  perse¬ 
cution  of  the  Protestants.  They  first  went  to  the  Isle  of  Bute,  near 
Scotland,  later  settling  near  Coleraine,  Londonderry  County,  Ulster, 
Ireland.  During  the  notable  revolt  of  Irish  Catholics  in  1689,  they 
took  part  in  the  defense  of  Londonderry.  They  became  dissatisfied 
over  sacramental  tests  which  served  to  disqualify  them  for  public 
office,  payments  of  tithes  to  the  Episcopal  Church  and  high  and 
burdensome  rents.  These  things  led  them  to  escape  and  seek  a  new- 
life  in  America. 

One  of  the  first  churches  established  in  America  by  these  Scotch 
from  Northern  Ireland  w7as  the  New  Providence  Presbyterian 
Church  located  in  Pennsylvania,  across  the  State  Line  from  Cecil 
County,  Maryland,  where  the  Ewings  settled.  It  remains  a  most 
flourishing  church  today. 

The  second  was  the  New  Providence  Church  near  Staunton,  Au¬ 
gusta  County,  Virginia.  This  is  still  one  of  the  oldest  churches  in 
Virginia. 

The  third  church  they  established  was  the  New  Providence  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church  at  Maryville,  Tennessee,  in  1786.  The  list  of  charter 
members  contains  the  names  of  Robert  McNutt  and  Sibby  McCul¬ 
loch  and  George  Ewing,  Esq.  The  last  named  a  son  of  Alexander 
and  Rachel  Ewing.  In  the  early  1800’s  the  church  roll  contained  the 
names  of  thirty  Ewings.  In  1951,  a  beautiful  new  edifice  replaced  the 
old  church. 

About  1827,  a  New  Providence  Presbyterian  Church  was  organ¬ 
ized  and  built  in  Edgar  County,  Illinois.  The  first  elders  there  on 
record  wrere  Alexander  Ewing,  John  McNutt  and  Martin  Ray — all 
installed  May  16,  1829.  On  that  day,  13  people  united  with  the 
church,  all  by  letter  from  Maryville,  Tennessee,  and  five  of  these 
were  Ewfings.  A  new  modern  church  and  parsonage  was  built  in  1947, 
which  is  located  about  13  miles  southeast  of  Paris,  Illinois. 
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CHAPTER  IV 


THE  EWING  PIONEERS 

The  families  here  under  consideration  began  to  reach  America  in 
the  early  1700’s.  Among  the  early  settlers  in  Cecil  County,  Mary¬ 
land,  we  find  no  general  record  of  the  Ewing  brothers  and  near 
relatives  who  settled  there.  However,  though  we  are  deprived  of  the 
pleasure  of  such  a  record,  we  turn  to  other  evidence.  This  evidence 
being — there  is  perhaps  in  every  branch  today,  extant  records  and 
traditions  by  which  we  can  establish  with  reasonable  certainly  (and 
often  beyond  doubt)  descent  from  our  American  Ancestors. 

This  evidence  upon  which  we  rely  to  establish  our  descent  and 
kinship  through  our  early  American  Ancestors,  back  to  the  early  days 
of  the  Scot  Clan,  is  the  kind  of  evidence  which  courts  admit  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  family  relationships  and  proven  pedigrees. 
Much  of  the  tradition  of  our  family  regarding  collateral  relatives  is 
often  hazy  and  in  part  inaccurate. 

William  Ewing  of  Scotland,  as  the  father  of  Nathaniel  and  his 
half  brothers  was  known;  evidently  was  born  in  Scotland,  but 
was  brought  to  Ulster  County,  Ireland,  at  an  early  age  by  his 
father.  How  many  were  in  this  family,  we  do  not  know  but,  after 
an  exhaustive  study,  we  are  of  the  opinion  there  were  several.  At 
least,  we  are  positive  there  were  two  brothers,  William  and  an  older 
brother,  Robert. 

The  Burt  congregation  near  Londonderry,  Ireland,  has  an  old 
register,  containing  births,  baptisms,  marriages  and  deaths  from 
1677  to  1716.  In  these  records,  we  find  the  baptism  of  Alexander, 
Elizabeth,  and  Margaret  Ewing  from  1678  to  1680.  They  were  the 
children  of  Robert  Ewing,  the  brother  of  William  of  Scotland.  We 
also  find  the  baptism,  of  Rachel  Porter,  daughter  of  Josiah  Porter 
and  wife,  Margaret.  Kermohan,  honorable  secretary  of  the  Presby¬ 
terian  Society  of  Ireland,  says  this  Rachel  Porter  had  a  brother, 

* 

James  Porter,  born  in  1699,  who  came  to  America  with  Nathaniel 
and  his  half  brothers, 

Margaret  Porter,  the  mother  of  Rachel  Porter,  who  married 
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Nathaniel  Ewing,  the  immigrant,  was  the  sister  of  Alexander 
Ewing  and  daughter  of  Robert  Ewing,  the  brother  of  William 
Ewing  of  Scotland. 

This  Alexander,  the  son  of  Robert  and  uncle  of  Rachel,  who 
married  Nathaniel  Ewing,  the  immigrant,  also  came  with  Nathaniel 
and  his  half  brothers  and  half  sister  to  America  in  1727.  He  died  in 
Cecil  County,  Maryland,  in  1738.  In  Alexander’s  will  probated  in 
Cecil  County,  Maryland,  in  1738,  he  names  his  four  sons,  James, 
John,  William  and  Samuel,  and  two  daughters,  Margaret  and  Eli¬ 
nor.  Before  the  will  was  probated,  Elinor  had  married  an  Andrew 
Porter.  Alexander,  also  named  Nathaniel,  and  his  half  brothers, 
Joshua,  Samuel,  and  James,  as  administrators  of  the  estate.  Rachel, 
the  wife  of  Nathaniel,  was  named  witness  to  the  signing  of  the  will. 

The  South  West  Virginia  Enterprise  of  Wytheville,  Virginia, 
contains  an  article  published  February  7,  1939,  concerning  an  old 
Bible  brought  from  Ireland  in  1727  by  Alexander  Ewing.  The 
article  states  that  Alexander  Ewing  died  1738,  at  the  age  of  61 
years.  It  also  mentions  his  children,  William,  James,  John,  Sam¬ 
uel,  and  Margaret.  This  William  Ewing  died  in  Wythe  County 
and  his  will  was  probated  July  9,  1793.  In  this  will,  he  mentioned 
his  wife  Jane,  who  was  a  daughter  of  Samuel  Ewing,  the  immigrant. 
This  will  also  mentions  a  brother,  John,  and  sisters  Margaret  and 
Elinor. 

The  will  of  Samuel  Ewing,  another  son  of  Alexander,  was  pro¬ 
bated  in  Montgomery  County,  May  23,  1786.  Samuel  named  his 
wife,  Mary,  brothers  John  and  James  and  a  sister  Margaret  Porter. 

The  will  of  James  Ewing,  the  son  of  Alexander,  was  probated 
November  8,  1791,  in  Wythe  County,  Virginia,  naming  his  brother 
Samuel,  Robert  Porter’s  children,  and  Andrew  Porter’s  children. 

John  Ewing’s  will  was  probated  March  5,  1788,  in  Montgomery 
County.  He  names  his  sons  Alexander  and  William,  and  daughters 
Eleanor  Cocke  and  Betsy.  This  William  Ewing,  the  son  of  John, 
was  the  grandfather  of  Dr.  Elbert  William  R.  Ewing,  the  author 
of  Clan  Ewing. 

The  foregoing  is  conclusive  evidence  that  these  brothers,  Wil¬ 
liam  James,  John,  and  Samuel,  who  died  in  Wythe  County,  were  the 
children  of  Alexander  Ewing,  who  came  to  America  in  1727  and 
died  in  Cecil  County,  Maryland,  in  1738. 

Nathaniel  and  Joshua  Ewing,  the  immigrants,  died  in  Cecil 
County,  Maryland.  Nathaniel  died  1748  and  Joshua  in  1753. 
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James  and  Samuel,  the  other  half  brothers  of  Nathaniel,  moved 
down  into  Prince  Edward  County,  Virginia,  sometime  after  1738, 
The  first  record  we  have  is  some  land  transactions  in  1745  and 
1746. 

The  four  sons  and  two  daughters  of  Alexander  Ewing,  who  died 
in  1738,  came  to  Prince  Edward  County,  Virginia,  sometime  after 
their  mother’s  estate  was  settled  in  1750.  There,  William  married 
Jane  Ewing,  the  daughter  of  Samuel  Ewing,  the  immigrant. 

In  1761,  these  sons  of  Alexander  Ewing,  who  died  in  1738,  sold 
their  holdings  in  Prince  Edward  County,  as  did  Alexander  Ewing, 
the  son  of  Samuel  Ewing,  the  immigrant.  Sometime  in  the  early 
60’s  there  Ewings,  along  with  some  of  Joshua  Ewing’s  boys,  Charles 
and  Robert  Ewing,  and  a  large  number  of  McNutt’s,  Gillispies,  Cald¬ 
wells  and  Porters,  moved  from  Prince  Edward  County,  Virginia, 
over  into  what  is  now  Wythe  County,  Virginia.  Their  location  was 
along  Cripple  Creek  near  where  it  empties  into  New  River. 

In  1770,  after  he  had  settled  his  mother’s  estate,  George  Ewing, 
the  eldest  son  of  Samuel  Ewing,  the  immigrant,  moved  over  on 
Cripple  Creek  in  what  is  now  Wythe  County,  where  he  died  in 
1803. 

In  1786,  the  sons  of  Alexander,  who  was  the  son  of  Samuel 
the  immigrant,  namely:  George,  James,  William,  Nathaniel  and 
John,  along  with  some  Porters,  Gillespies,  Caldwells,  Thompsons, 
McCullochs  and  McNutts  left  Wythe  County  and  moved  down  into 
that  part  of  Knox  County,  Tennessee,  which  later  became  Blount 
County,  Tennessee.  Here  they  settled  near  Maryville. 

George  Ewing,  Revolutionary  War  soldier,  son  of  Alexander, 
who  was  the  son  of  Samuel,  the  immigrant,  died  in  Blount  County, 
Tennessee  in  1840.  James,  his  brother  died  in  Monroe  County,  Ten¬ 
nessee  in  1856. 

About  1827  four  of  the  sons  of  James  (d.  1856),  Alexander, 
James,  Jr.,  George  and  Samuel  with  William  and  Nathaniel,  younger 
brothers  of  George  and  James,  migrated  from  Blount  County, 
Tennessee,  to  Edgar  County,  Illinois.  Here  they  all  spent  their 
days  except  James,  Jr.,  and  George,  who  moved  to  Cumberland 
County  in  1854. 

It  cannot  be  hoped  that  in  any  genealogy  given  there  are  no  mis¬ 
takes.  However,  every  effort  has  been  made  to  be  accurate.  Per¬ 
haps  the  first  edition  of  any  work  on  genealogy  is  not  free  from 
mistakes.  We,  in  some  instances,  must  be  guided  by  what  members 
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of  a  family  gives  us  or  by  what  some  collateral  relative  says.  We 
can  only  be  guided  by  the  best  light  before  us,  trusting  to  the  future 
to  discover  the  errors  and  correct  them. 

The  Ewings  of  Cumberland  County  are  descended  from  the 
immigrant  Samuel  of  Prince  Edward  down  through  his  son  Alexan¬ 
der  who  married  Rachel.

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CHAPTER  VIII 


SAMUEL  EWING 

IMMIGRANT  ANCESTOR  OF  CUMBERLAND 
COUNTY  EWINGS 

67.  Samuel  Ewing,  one  of  the  immigrant  sons  of  William  of  Scot¬ 
land,  by  the  second  wife,  moved  from  Cecil  County,  Maryland, 
to  Amelia  County  Virginia  (later  became  Prince  Edward  Co.), 
dying  on  Fort  Creek,  Prince  Edward  County  in  1758.  An  early 
deed  conveying  to  him  238Ej  acres  of  land  on  Fort  Creek,  was 
purchased  from  Edward  Bradford  for  the  consideration  of  100 
pounds  current  money.  This  deed  is  recorded  May  17,  1745,  in 
Amelia  County  Deed  Book  2,  1743-47,  Pages  142-44,  and  on 
January  12,  1746,  he  obtained  a  grant  of  land  in  what  became 
Prince  Edward  County.  Upon  the  formation  of  Prince  Edward 
Count}'-  in  1753,  Samuel  was  made  one  of  the  Justices  of  the 
Court  for  the  new  County;  a  tribute  to  his  character  and  ability. 
He  was  paid  in  1758  by  the  Virginia  Legislature  for  supplies  to 
the  Virginia  Militia  in  Prince  Edward  County,  shortly  before  his 
death  (Hcning  7  Stats,  of  Virginia  229). 

The  following  will  was  left  by  Samuel  Ewing: 

“In  the  name  of  God,  amen.” 

“I  Samuel  Ewing  of  Prince  Edward  County,  being  sick  of  body 
and  of  perfect  mind  and  memory,  thanks  be  given  to  Almighty 
God,  and  calling  to  mind  the  mortality  of  my  body  and  know¬ 
ing  it  is  appointed  for  all  men  once  to  die,  do  make  and  ordain 
this  my  last  will  and  testament,  that  is  to  say  principally  and 
first  of  all  I  give  and  recommend  my  soul  into  the  hands  of 
God  that  gave  it,  and  my  body  I  recommend  to  the  earth  to  be 
decently  buried  at  the  discretion  of  my  executors;  Nothing 
doubting  but  at  the  general  resurrection  I  shall  receive  the 
same  again  by  the  mighty  power  of  God,  and  touching  such 
worldly  estate  wherewith  it  has  pleased  God  to  bless  me;  my 
lawful  debts  first  being  paid,  I  give  and  dispose  of  the  same  in 
the  following  manner  and  form: 
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Item  1 — I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  George  Ewing  and  his 
heirs  forever,  two  hundred  and  thirty  eight  and  a  half  acres 
of  land,  whereon  my  said  son  now  lives,  for  which  I  have 
deed  from  Edward  Brawhite. 

Item  2 — I  give  to  my  beloved  wife  Margaret  Ewing  the  land 
whereon  I  now  live  during  her  natural  life  and  after  her 
decease  to  be  equally  divided  at  the  discretion  of  my  execu¬ 
tors  amongst  my  six  children  and  their  beloved  heirs  forever. 

Item  — I  give  to  my  beloved  wife  all  my  negroes  during  her 
life  and  after  her  decease  I  give  to  my  son  Alexander  Ewing 
and  his  heirs  forever  one  negro  named  Charles. 

Item  — I  give  to  my  son  George  Ewing  and  his  heirs  for¬ 
ever  one  negro  wench  named  Fannie,  and  if  said  wench  con¬ 
tinues  to  breed  until  she  has  four  children,  them  four  to  be 
divided  bewixt  my  four  daughters  to-wit:  Jane,  Aliner,  Mar¬ 
garet  and  Ann,  to  them  and  their  heirs  forever. 

Item  — I  give  to  my  daughter  Ann  twelve  pounds  current 
money  if  she  marries  to  the  liking  of  her  brothers. 

Item  — I  give  to  my  grandson  Samuel  Ewing,  son  of  George 
Ewing,  five  pounds  current  money. 

Item  — I  give  to  my  grandson  Samuel  Ewing,  son  of  Alexan¬ 
der  Ewing,  five  pounds. 

Item  — I  give  to  my  Grandson  Samuel  Caldwell  five  pounds. 

My  will  is  that  all  the  rest  of  my  estate  be  equally  divided 
at  the  discretion  of  my  executors  amongst  my  children  and 
I  do  constitute  and  appoint  my  sons  George  and  Alexander 
Ewing  my  executors,  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament,  and 
do  hereby  revoke  all  former  wills  by  me  heretofore  made 
ratifying  and  confirming  this  my  last  will  and  testament.  In 
witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal  this 
thirteenth  day  of  December,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
fifty-eight.”

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151.  Alexander  Ewing,  second  eldest  son  of  Samuel  (immigrant), 
and  Margaret  Ewing,  was  born  in  Cecil  County,  Maryland, 
about  1733  and  died  in  Blount  County,  Tennessee,  1828  or  29. 
He  married  Rachel,  who  died  in  Blount  County  July  16,  1823, 
in  the  89th  year  of  her  age.  This  record  found  in  George  Ewing 
Bible,  National  Archives.  Alexander  came  with  his  parents  to 
Prince  Edward  County,  Virginia,  sometime  after  1738.  He  was 
married  about  1756. 

The  early  records  of  Prince  Edward  County  show  Alexander 
Ewing  sold  a  tract  of  land  in  1761,  and  he  probably  moved  to 
Botetourt  County  soon  after,  for  we  find  him  living  there  in 
1770  when  his  mother  died.  He  and  his  brother  George  were 
the  administrators  of  her  estate,  and  Alexander  returned  to 
Prince  Edward  County  to  sell  a  parcel  of  land,  containing  395 
acres,  of  his  mother’s  to  John  and  Abraham  Thompson  for  the 
sum  of  100  pounds  current  money.  On  April  14,  1770,  all  the 
heirs  signed  the  deed;  namely — George,  Alexander,  Jane  and 
William  Ewing,  Elinor  and  John  Caldwell,  Margaret  and  James 
Ewing  and  Ann,  yet  single.  NOTE:  James  and  Margaret  had 
married  their  cousins.  Since  Rachel,  wife  of  Alexander,  was  not 
at  this  particular  time  able  to  travel  to  Prince  Edward  County 
to  sign  the  deed,  the  Court  appointed  John  Montgomery  and 
William  Herbert  to  go  to  Botetourt  County  to  obtain  her  free 
consent,  apart  from  her  husband. 

The  following  document  was  executed  in  Botetourt  County  Au¬ 
gust  2,  1770: 

“Botetourt  County  to  wit: 

George  the  3rd  by  the  Grace  of  God  of  Great  Brittain,  France 
and  Ireland,  defender  of  the  faith,  etc. — 

In  obedience  to  the  within  Commission  to  us  directed,  we  did 
go  to  the  said  Rachel  Ewing,  wife  of  Alexander  Ewing,  and 
did  examine  her  privily  and  apart  from  her  husband,  the  said 
Alexander  Ewing,  touching  her  relinquishment  of  her  right 
of  dower  in  395  acres  of  land  conveyed  by  the  deed,  hereunto 
annexed,  to  John  and  Abraham  Thompson,  which  she  de¬ 
clared  she  was  willing  to  do,  and  that  she  did  the  same 
freely  and  voluntarily,  without  the  persuasion  or  threats  of 
the  said  Alexander  her  husband. 
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Certified  under  our  hands  and  seals  this  second  day  of  Au¬ 
gust,  1770.”

Alexander  had  settled  on  Cripple  Creek  in  Botetourt  County 
(later  became  Montgomery,  then  Wythe  County).  The  earliest 
record  we  find  of  him  here  is  a  payment  for  road  work  in  the 
Fincastle  District  in  1773.  Fincastle  Court  at  that  time  was 
held  at  Lead  Mines  on  New  River  in  the  present  boundary  of 
Wythe  County. 

There  we  find  a  record  of  his  stock  mark,  dated  March  3,  1774: 
“On  the  motion  of  Alexander  Ewing,  it  is  ordered  that  his 
mark  be  recorded;  a  crop  and  a  slit  in  the  right  ear.” 

At  the  court  held  for  Fincastle  District  May  3,  1774,  Alexander 
Ewing  produced  certificate  for  793  lbs.  of  neat  winter  rotted 
hemp. 

The  records  show  him  as  one  of  the  appraisers  of  an  estate  in 
1779. 

In  Thwaites  and  Kelloggs  “Lord  Dunmores  War  of  1774”  we 
find  Alexander  Ewing,  Sr.,  enlisted  in  Capt.  Robert  Doaks  Co. 
of  the  Militia  June  2,  1774.  NOTE:  Alexander  Ewing  Jr.,  also 
listed  in  the  same  Company  was  the  son  of  John  Ewing.  See 
Alexander  (18). 

At  the  Montgomery  County  Court  held  May  1782,  the  record 
shows  Alexander  Ewing  was  allowed  10  pounds  for  property 
lost  at  the  Battle  of  Reedy  Fork  and  that  he  served  at  Guilford 
Court  House  during  the  Revolution. 

Montgomery  County  Court,  June  28,  1785,  “Satisfactory  proof 
being  made  to  this  Court  that  Alexander  Ewing  is  entitled  to  pay 
for  use  of  a  mare  83  days  in  the  service  of  his  country;  also 
at  1 16  per  day;  also  for  one  hundred  weight  of  flour;  the  same  is 
ordered  to  be  certified  to  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts.” 

In  the  year  1786,  the  sons  of  Alexander  (with  the  exception  of 
the  eldest  Samuel),  moved  to  Blount  County,  Tennesse,  and 
sometime  after  Alexander  moved  there  also,  where  he  died  1828 
or  29. 

This  ancestor,  Alexander  Ewing,  has  been  accepted  by  the 
Daughters  of  the  Revolution.  Any  descendant  may  join  on  his 
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.  record  by  referring  to  National  Number  436168.  Blanche  Buch¬ 
anan  Shores.

167.  Samuel  Ewing,  eldest  son  of  Alexander  and  Rachel,  was  with 
Colonel  Christian  in  his  Epochal  expedition  against  the  Chero- 
kees  in  pioneer  times.  He  lost  a  horse  on  this  expedition  and 
was  paid  its  value  by  the  State  of  Virginia.  Moved  to  Mont¬ 
gomery  County  with  his  parents  when  young.  Served  in  the 
Revolution  from  that  county.  No  further  record. 

168.  George  Ewing,  second  eldest  son  of  Alexander  and  Rachel,  was 
born  Prince  Edward  County  Feb.  3,  1760;  and  died  in  Blount 
County,  Tennessee,  July  4,  1840.  He  married  Margaret  Caldwell 
June  3,  1785.  She  was  born  Feb.  13,  1765,  and  died  March  4, 
1849,  in  Blount  County.  George  Ewing  served  in  the  Army  of 
the  Revolution  2-3  years  in  Capt.  Isaac  Campbell’s  Light  Horse 
from  Montgomery  County,  Virginia.  He  was  granted  the  pen¬ 
sion  of  a  private.  From  the  “History  of  the  New  Providence 
Church,  Maryville,  Tennessee”  we  find  George  Ewing  listed  as 
George  Ewing,  Esq.,  charter  member  of  that  church.  On 
March  4,  1844,  the  widow  Margaret,  asking  for  a  pension  says 
under  oath  that  she  gave  the  Bible,  in  which  she  and  her  hus¬ 
band  kept  the  family  record  to  their  son  Alexander  “who  resides 
in  Edgar  County,  Illinois.”  On  March  19,  1845,  Alexander 
Ewing  “aged  about  54”  of  Edgar  County,  Illinois,  made  an  affi¬ 
davit  with  which  he  filed  “the  true  original  family  record  kept 
by  George  Ewing,  now  deceased,  and  his  wife  Margaret  Ewing 
of  Blount  County,  Tennessee,”  and  he  states  that  he  tore  this 
record  from  the  Bible  which  was  given  to  him  in  1843  by  his 
mother,  and  which  had  since  been  in  his  possession.  This  old 
original  Bible  record  may  be  seen  today  in  the  National  Ar¬ 
chives,  Washington,  D.  C.  From  it,  we  have  a  very  complete 
record  of  the  George  Ewing  family.  George  Ewing  left  a  will 
dated  April  4,  1838,  and  Margaret  Ewing  left  a  will  dated

169.  James  Ewing,  third  son  of  Alexander  and  Rachel,  was  born  in 
Prince  Edward  County,  Virginia,  April  6,  1766.  When  a  small 
boy  he  moved  with  his  father  to  the  Fincastle  District  on 
Cripple  Creek,  which  now  is  the  Wythe  County,  Virginia. 
About  the  year  1786,  he  with  his  brothers  George,  Nathaniel, 
William,  John  and  Alexander,  moved  to  Blount  County,  Ten¬ 
nessee.  Here  he  married  Mary  Thompson  of  North  Carolina. 
They  were  married  by  James  Edminston  on  April  30,  1798.  She 
was  born  in  North  Carolina  and  died  Dec.  25,  1835,  in  Blount 
County.  James  died  Nov.  11,  1856,  at  the  home  of  his  son 
Nathaniel  in  Monroe  County,  Tennessee,  at  the  advanced  age 
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of  90  years.  His  is  the  oldest  grave  in  Madisonville  Cemetery. 
His  will  is  recorded  in  Will  Book  A,  P.  215;  Monroe  County,  as 
follows: 

“In  the  name  of  God,  Amen:  I,  James  Ewing  of  all  the  County 
of  Monroe  and  State  of  Tennessee,  being  sick  and  weak  of  body, 
but  of  sound  mind  and  disposing  memory  for  which  I  render 
thanks  to  Almighty  God;  and  calling  to  mind  the  uncertainty  of 
human  life  and  being  desirous  to  dispose  of  all  such  worldly 
substance  as  it  has  pleased  God  to  bless  me  with,  I  give  and 
bequeath  the  same  in  manner  following,  that  is  to  say,  1st,  I  give 
and  bequeath  to  my  son  Nathaniel  all  my  estate,  both  real  and 
personal,  except  one  horse  worth  65  or  70  dollars,  which  horse 
I  give  to  my  daughter  Margaret  McSpadden.  The  rest  of  the 
children,  namely;  Alexander,  Samuel,  George  and  James  having 
heretofore  received  of  me  all  that  I  intended  them  to  have  of 
my  estate;  and  lastly,  I  hereby  constitute  and  appoint  my  son 
Nathanial  executor  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament,  hereby 
revoking  all  former  wills  made  by  me  heretofore  made. 

In  witness  whereof  I  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal  this  25th 
day  of  December,  1854.

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CHAPTER  IX 


thomas  McCulloch,  immigrant  ancestor 

OF  THE  CUMBERLAND  COUNTY  DESCENDANTS 

Thomas  McCulloch  was  born  in  Scotland  and  came  with  his 
parents  to  America  by  the  way  of  Ireland;  the  family  settling  in  Au¬ 
gusta  County,  Virginia,  before  1750.  He  was  still  living  in  this  coun¬ 
ty  in  1779.  Proof:  1850  census  Edgar  County,  Illinois,  shows  his 
daughter  Elizabeth  McCulloch  Ewing  (wife  of  Nathaniel)  age  71,  born 
in  Augusta  County,  Virginia. 

He  is  said  to  have  served  with  the  Augusta  County  Militia  during 
the  Revolution. 

The  1782  tax  lists  of  that  county  lists  Thomas  McCulloch  as  a  tax 
payer. 

Apparently  he  was  engaged  in  farming  for  the  court  records  of 
Augusta  County  of  September  and  November  1791  show  Thomas 
McCulloch  was  granted  hemp  certificates. 

Some  time  between  1791  and  1794,  he  moved  to  that  part  of  Knox 
County,  Tennessee,  (which  later  became  Blount  County  on  July  15, 
1795).  There  we  find  him  listed  as  one  of  the  members  of  the  court 
in  Knox  County  court  in  1794:  and,  when  the  first  court  of  pleas  and 
quarter  sessions  of  the  New  County  of  Blount  was  organized  in  1795, 
he  was  among  those  who  presented  commissions  on  the  second  day. 
Court  records  of  Blount  County,  December  22,  1795,  show  the  deposi¬ 
tions  of  Robert  Gamble  and  James  Beard  taken  before  Thomas 
McCulloch. 

In  Will  Book  1,  Page  205,  Blount  County,  we  find  the  will  of  a 
John  McCulloch,  which  was  signed  October  28,  1814.  John  men¬ 
tions  his  brothers  Thomas  and  Samuel  and  his  nieces  Nancy  and 
Elizabeth  (Thomas’  daughters).  From  the  Sater  -  Dyer  -  McCulloch 
genealogy  by  Clem  McCulloch  in  1905,  we  find  that  Thomas  had 
three  brothers,  Samuel,  William  and  John;  also  three  sisters,  one 
married  a  Hook,  another  a  McCauley,  and  another  a  Russel.

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CHAPTER  X 


GEORGE  BUCHANAN,  IMMIGRANT  AND 
REVOLUTIONARY  ANCESTOR  OF  CUMBERLAND 
COUNTY  DESCENDANTS 

The  origin  of  the  Buchanan  Clan  is  traced  to  Anselan  O.  Kyan, 
son  of  King  of  Ulster,  who  landed  in  Argyll  about  the  year  1016. 
For  his  services  against  the  Danes,  he  received  from  King  Mai 
colm  2  the  lands  of  Buchanan,  lying  to  the  east  of  Loch  Lomond; 
these  lands  remaining  in  possession  of  the  family  until  the  death 
of  John,  22nd  laird  of  Buchanan  in  1682.  There  is  a  Buchanan 
Society  with  headquarters  in  Glasgow,  Scotland,  today. 

The  crest  of  the  Buchanan  family  is  described  as:  a  hand 
coupled,  holding  a  ducal  cup  within  two  laurel  branches  disposed 
orlewise,  proper.  The  badge  is  Bilberry  Oak.  Their  war  cry: 
Clar  Innis  (an  island  on  Loch  Lomond). 

This  clan  has  come  down  through  the  years  almost  pure 
Scotch  and  Presbyterians.  Before  1700,  many  of  the  Buchanan 
Clan  became  dissatisfied  over  taxes  and  their  position  in  the  church; 
so  they  began  to  migrate  to  Ireland.  Most  of  them  settling  in  the 
vicinity  of  County  Dongeal.  The  northern  part  of  Ireland  at  that 
time  being  completely  inhabited  by  various  Scottish  clans.  No  Irish 
being  left  in  that  vicinity. 

George  Buchanan  was  born  in  County  Dongeal,  the  vicinity  of 
Romelton,  in  1721.  He  was  a  brother  to  the  grandfather  of  President 
James  Buchanan.  The  grandfather’s  name  was  John  and  he  married 
Jane  Russell.  We  have  no  record  of  the  parents  of  George  and  John 
Buchanan;  and  there  is  no  trace  of  John  and  Jane  (Russell)  Buch¬ 
anan  after  1761. 

George  Buchanan,  a  native  of  Dongeal  County,  Ireland,  was 
born  in  1721.  It  is  not  known  when  he  came  to  America  but  he  lived 
in  York  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  some  relatives  (The  Joshua 
Russel’s)  lived.  He  married  Elizabeth  Campbell,  she  also  of  Scotch 
descent,  and  had  eight  children  as  follows: 
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1.  Mary  b.  March  15,  1764.  m.  in  1782  to  George  Bene- 
fiel,  who  served  in  the  American  Revolution  with  the 
Cumberland  County,  Pa.,  troops,  b.  1759;  d.  1832.

The  above  George  Buchanan  served  four  years  in  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  War,  1777-81  in  the  4th  Continental  Pennsylvania  Line 
(Proof:  Pa.  Archives  List  of  American  Soldiers,  Page  508). 
In  the  War  Department,  Washington,  D.  C.,  there  is  a  paper 
stating  that  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  received  a  certificate  for  $45.00 
for  his  services  to  Jan.  1,  1782.  After  the  war,  George  Buchanan 
and  his  family  moved  to  West  Moreland  County,  Pennsylvania, 
where  they  resided  for  a  while,  then  he  removed  to  Kentucky 
near  Lexington  to  take  up  his  government  land.  The  soldiers 
then  were  paid  for  their  services  with  land  instead  of  money. 
About  the  year  1800  he  settled  on  the  Ohio  River  about  20 
miles  above  Madison,  Indiana,  and  later  moved  over  into  Jef¬ 
ferson  County,  where  he  and  his  four  sons — William,  David, 
Wilson,  and  John — and  his  son-in-law  George  Benefiel  all  be¬ 
came  pioneer  farmers.  Here  they  built  a  blockhouse  and  stock¬ 
ade  in  1813  as  defense  against  Indian  attacks.  The  Fort  was  a 
square  building,  60  ft.  frontage,  built  solid  and  pierced  with 
loop-holes  for  the  firing  of  guns.  There  were  also  four  block¬ 
houses  in  a  line,  extending  300  to  400  ft.,  in  which  the  families 
of  the  County  came  to  live  when  the  Indians  threatened.  This 
Fort  was  called  Buchanan  Station  and  was  situated  3  miles 
northeast  of  Canaan  on  the  line  dividing  Ripley  and  Jefferson 
Counties.  A  Historical  Marker  marks  the  site  today.  William 
Buchanan  (1771-1845)  is  buried  there. 

Since  George  Buchanan  was  quite  old  (97)  when  he  died  in  1818, 
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he  evidently  lived  with  some  of  his  children,  all  of  whom  made  their 
homes  in  southern  Indiana.  Therefore  he  left  no  will  and  the  exact 
location  of  his  grave  is  not  known.  In  1924,  the  John  Paul  Chapter 
of  the  D.  A.  R.  placed  a  marker  for  him  in  Jefferson  County  Church 
Cemetery  by  the  side  of  his  daughter’s  grave;  and  the  Ripley  County 
Historical  Society  placed  a  Historical  Marker  for  him  in  McLaugh¬ 
lin  Cemetery  in  1935.  George  Buchanan  was  56-60  years  of  age  when 
he  served  in  the  Revolution.  His  is  a  proven  line.  Any  descendant 
may  join  the  D.  A.  R.  by  referring  to  Marguerite  Buchanan  Brown 
No.  425050. 

Proof  of  his  Indiana  records  were  found  in  Indiana  Biography 
Series,  Vol  5,  P.  45,  and  in  the  History  of  Vanderburg  County  1889, 
P.  336. 

John  Buchanan  and  Rachel  (Short)  Buchanan  moved  to  Switzer¬ 
land  County,  Indiana,  from  Jefferson  County  some  time  before  1830. 
Their  children  all  received  the  best  education  the  times  offered.  One 
of  them,  Jacob  S.,  became  a  distinguished  lawyer  at  Evansville,  In¬ 
diana.  He  was  also  a  Colonel  in  3rd  Indiana  Cavalry — Civil  War. 
His  children  were  Mary  Olive,  who  married  Rev.  George  Flowers, 
Cicero,  who  was  the  junior  partner  of  the  law  firm,  Scott,  who  be¬ 
came  a  big  farmer  in  South  Dakota.  Another  Major  James  Garrett 
Buchanan,  born  1825,  in  Switzerland  County,  Indiana,  served  in  Co. 
B,  97th  Ill.  Infantry.  He  married  Julia  Ann  Peters,  Sept  29,  1845,  in 
Switzerland  County,  Indiana,  and  came  to  Illinois  about  1857.  He 
died  in  1880.  Julia  Ann  died  1885. 

John  Bartlett  Buchanan,  one  of  the  older  children  of  John  and 
Rachel  (Short)  Buchanan  was  born  1819  in  Jefferson  County,  In¬ 
diana.  He  married  Elizabeth  Jane  Peters  in  Switzerland  County, 
April  13,  1840.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Henry  and  Margaret  (Dunn) 
Peters;  her  father,  a  native  of  Virginia,  and  a  soldier  in  the  Black 
Hawk  War  and  her  mother  a  native  of  Kentucky. 

John  B.  and  Elizabeth  Jane  were  the  parents  of  nine  children 
(refer  to  i860  census  of  Neoga  Precinct,  Cumberland  County,  for 
their  names  and  ages). 

John  B.  Buchanan  was  a  school  teacher  in  his  younger  days  in 
Indiana.  About  1857,  he  and  his  family  in  company  with  his  brother 
James  Garrett  and  his  family  came  to  Cumberland  County,  Illinois. 
The  trip  was  made  in  covered  wagons.  There,  John  B.  engaged  in 
farming,  purchasing  a  section  of  land  from  the  Illinois  Central  Rail¬ 
road.  Elizabeth  Jane  died  Oct  7,  1860,  at  the  age  of  39  years,  10 
months,  and  25  days.  She  is  buried  in  Buchanan  Cemetery.  About 
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1862  (exact  date  not  known)  John  B.  married  Margaret  Ann  Ewing, 
daughter  of  Alexander  and  Margaret  Linda  (McCulloch)  Ewing. 
Refer  to  Alexander  Ewing  (175)  also  Margaret  Ann  (182).  John 
B.  Buchanan  became  an  extensive  farmer  and  was  also  engaged 
in  shipping  of  hay  to  eastern  cities,  building  and  operating  a  large 
hay  press  on  his  farm. 

When  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  were  organized  in  Neoga  in  1870, 
John  B.  Buchanan  is  listed  as  one  of  the  Charter  members. 

Family  history  says  he  was  a  Baptist  Layman  and  from  the  His¬ 
torical  Society  of  the  Illinois  Baptist  Churches  in  Springfield,  Illi¬ 
nois,  we  find  he  served  as  clerk  at  the  Convention  of  the  Mattoon 
Baptist  Association,  held  in  Mattoon  in  1865,  his  address  given  as 
Neoga,  Illinois. 

He  died  of  typhoid  fever  Nov.  2,  1873,  age  53  years,  11  months, 
and  21  days,  and  is  buried  beside  his  first  wife  in  Buchanan  Ceme¬ 
tery  north  of  Neoga,  Illinois.

Item  6.  To  my  daughter,  Elizabeth,  formerly  Elizabeth  Scermer- 
horn,  but  now  married  to  some  person  whose  name  is 
unknown,  the  sum  of  $1.00. 

Item  7.  To  the  children  of  deceased  daughter,  Tabitha  Huckle¬ 
berry,  the  sum  of  $1.00. 

Item  8.  To  Alfred  and  Lucinda  Wright,  the  sum  of  $1.00. 

Item  9.  To  David  and  Sarah  Eblin  the  sum  of  $1.00. 

Item  10.  To  Wilson  B.  Benefiel  and  Eliza  Benefiel  the  sum  of 

$1.00.

Residue  of  estate,  real  and  personal  and  mixed,  I  will 
and  bequeath  to  my  beloved  wife,  Rachel  Buchanan  and 
my  sons,  Jacob  S.  Buchanan,  James  Garrett  Buchanan 
and  George  Andrew  Buchanan  as  Tenants  in  common 
absolutely  in  fee  simple.

William  Wallace  Buchanan  was  born  in  1841  in  Switzerland  Coun¬ 
ty,  Indiana,  the  eldest  child  of  John  B.  and  Elizabeth  Jane  (Peters) 
Buchanan. 

From  the  records  in  the  Adjutant  General’s  office  in  the  State 
Archives  in  Springfield,  we  find  he  enlisted  at  Prairie  City  (Now 
Toledo),  Illinois,  on  June  28,  1861,  for  a  term  of  three  years  in  Co.  B 
21st  Infantry,  Regiment  of  Illinois.  His  age  is  given  as  20,  height 
5'  5”,  hair  light,  eyes  blue,  complexion  light,  single,  a  farmer.  Upon 
the  completion  of  his  3  years  service  he  re-enlisted  as  a  Veteran  Vol¬ 
unteer.  On  Sept.  30,  1865,  he  was  given  sick  leave  and  returned  to 
his  father’s  home  north  of  Neoga,  Illinois.  While  bedding  down  his 
horse  in  the  stall  with  shucks,  he  was  kicked  by  the  horse  in  the 
stomach,  fatally  injuring  him.  He  is  buried  in  Buchanan  Cemetery
